Capt. Frank Primavesi, Superintend- 
ent of the Workhouse, was exonerated 
Tuesday by Mayor Kiel for having 
placed in solitary confinement Clarence 
E. Mason, one of the prisoners, who 
had violated the rules of the institution 
by smuggling a letter of complaint about 
treatment of prisoners. The Mayor said 
Mason’s conduct had merited the act cf 
discipline invoked by Primavesi. 
Primavesi explained to the Mayor that 
he had kept Mason in solitary confine; 
ment for 24 hours, from noon last Sat- 
urday until noon Sunday, and released 
him when he had divulged the under- 
ground system through which he had 
smuggled the communication to a news- 
paper. Mason had confessed, Primavesi 
said, that a prisoner about to be re- 
leased carried the letter for him. 
Mason’s record, as submitted to the 
Mayor by Primavesi, showed that Ma- 
son has served two terms in the peni- 
tentiary at Lansing, Kan., for forgery, 
one in Columbus, O., for the same crime 
and that he was sentenced to a year in 
the workhouse for false pretenses. He 
is a morphine fiend, Primavesé said. 

In dismissing the case against the Su- 
perintendent, Mayor Kiel said the inci- 
dent at the workhouse is closed, that 
discipline in that institution must be 
maintained, and that there had been 
nothing reprehensible in the Superin- 
tendent’s conduct.

Hotel Man, Absent From Home 
All Night, Makes Discovery 
With KEiremen’s Aid. 


Mrs. Lillian Givens, 24 years old, pro- 
prietor of the Givens Hotel at 8 North 
Ninth street, was found gagged and 
tied to her bed in her room on the sec- 
ond floor of the hotel at 5:30 a. m. Tues- 
day. 

The discovery was made by her hus- 
band, James L. Givens, and by city 
firemen from a nearby engine house, 
who had hoisted a ladder to the bed- 
room window for him when he returned 
home after being out all night and could 
get no answer to the doorbell. 

Mrs. Givens told the police that 
two men invaded her room at dawn 
and that one of them bound and 
gagged her while the other stovd 
guard with a revolver.

Gets Firemen to Help. 

He took the money from the bed and 
said to his companion: 

“I guess that’s all there is.” 

The two men then went out, setting 
the latch so that the door locked and 
could not be opened from the outside. 

Givens returned home about 6:15 a. 
m. After repeatedly ringing the bell, he 
went to the engine house across the 
street and asked the firemen to hoist 
a ladder to the bedroom window. He 
was first to climb the ladder. 

A minute later he appeared at the 
window, greatly excited, and asked the 
firemen to aid him in releasing his wife. 
Policemen arrived a few minutes later. 

Mrs. Givens told the police that a 
man, whom she named and who is a 
friend of her husband, had been in the 
habit of having his mail addressed to 
the hotel. At 4 a. m. Tuesday, she 
said, this man rang the door bell. She 
looked out the window and he asked 
her if there was any mail for him. She 
dropped from the window several post- 
cards which had come for him. This 
was about half an hour before she was 
tied and gagged, she said. 

Mrs. Givens said that the man who 
bent over and tied. and gagged her 
wore corduroy trousers, a dark coat 
and a cap. She could not describe the 
man who stood at the door with a re- 
volver. 

Tells Conflicting Stories. 

Givens, in his excitement, made vary- 
ing statements. He said he had spent 
most of the night at a waiters’ club. 

On leaving the club about 4:30 a. m., 
he said, he started to police headquar- 
ters to make a@ report. Asked if he in- 
tended to report the tying and gagging 
of his wife at that time, before he had 
found her tied and gagged, he said that 
on the way home he had caught a run- 
away horse and that it was that which 
he intended to report.

BANKS DECIDE TO PAY 2 
PER CENT ON U. S. MONEY 


When Ruling Was First Made 
There Were Threats of With- 


drawing as Depositories. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—When the 
Treasury Departiner.t recently ruled that 
national banks having deposits of Gov- 
ernment money would have to pay 2 per 
cent interest there was much bluster 
that the banks would decline to continue 
the accounts on such terms and the 
Treasury could keep the money in its 
oWn vaults. The results were tabulat- 
ed today by Assistant Secretary John 
Skelton Williams 

There are 500 Government deposit 
ranks in the United States. Out of this 
number only three have withdrawn on 
account of the Interest charge, At the 
same time many other banks have ap- 
plied to the Treasury to be favored with 
Government deposits. The list could 
be doubled if the department so desired. 

The net result of the new order is that 
$1,000,000 per year will be turned into 
the Treasury. Three banks have can- 
celed their depository privilege and there 
ere more than 100 applications for each 
vacancy.

A rehearing on the late judgment against the 
Standard Oil Co. has been refused, but the Su- 
preme Justices have acted with cound discretion 
in giving the reorganized corporation a chance to 
show that it is not now subject to the penal sen- 
tence of ouster as a combine in restraint of trade. 

Virtually the company is afforded opportunity 
to convince the court that it is eligible to parole. 
The parole system has been found to work ad- 
mirably in the case of the individvals. Why 
should it not give good, excellent results in the 
case of corporations? Standard Oil is an old and 
hardened offender. Skepticism on its ability to 
lead a better life even if its professions are sin- 
cere is natural. But if nobody in its vicinity has 
missed any door mats or more valuable property 
lately and no dark lanterns, jimmies or rebates 
are found among its tools of trade, why should it 


__.._ mot be granted clemency in mitigation of sen- 


tencé? Guilt, as we all know, is exclusively per- 
sonal. But cannot reformation be corporate as 
well as personal? 

A national interest will be felt in the investiga- 
tion on which John Montgomery of Sedalia will 
engage under the Justices’ appointment as com- 
missioner to take testimony.

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T-DISPATCH] AMEND THE LOOP FRANCHISE. 
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The Post-Dispatch is in hearty sympathy with 
the demand for the prompt completion of the 
municipal bridge and especially for the opening 
of the great thoroughfare on the upper deck of 
the bridge for pedestrians, vehicle and trolley 
lines. We are in favor of the policy of putting 
the bridge in whole or in part to work to pay for 
the investment and to bring the East Side popu- 
lation in close trade relations with St. Louis. 

No principle is involved in the question of find- 
ing ways and means to complete the bridge or any 
part of it. So far as the upper deck is con- 
cerned, it is clear now of any controversy con- 
cerning hampering conditions. The question of 
increasing the tax rate or submitting a bond 
issue to provide money for the viaduct ‘s a ques- 


\tion of expediency and policy, whether the cost 


shall be paid by the taxpayers at once, or the 
payments shall be extended over a term of years 
through bonds with additional interest expense. 

BUT— | 

We insist that the people should be given a 
full and fair hearing on all questions relating to 
their bridge. They should have a hearing on the 
tax increase bill. 

We insist that every valid objection to legis- 
lation concerning the bridge should be removed 
before a bond proposal is submitted or the tax 
rate is increased to provide bridge money. 

There is a valid objection to the Southern Trac- 
tion loop franchise. It is a 50-year franchise. 
The term is too long. We have learned by expe- 
rience that no city should be tied up by long- 
term franchise contracts. 

The loop franchise should be amended by sub- 
stituting an indeterminate or 20-year period with 
a purchase option. It should be done before the 
tax rate increase is voted. The House should de- 
lay the tax-rate bill until the Assembly amends 
the franchise or consent for amendment is ob- 
tained. 

Assuming the correctness of Delegate Scully’s 
statement that the franchise cannot be amended 
without the consent of the company now, before 
a step has been taken to complete the bridge, 
is the time to get consent. It is good business 
to settle the matter now. 

Popular good will is valuable both to the com- 
pany and the present administration. Both will 
need good will in the future. It is right and wise 
to satisfy che public demand for the protection of 
the public interest at every point. 

With the amending of the loop franchise to a 
short term, we believe that every valid objection 
will be met. We will then have a short-term, 
nonexclusive franchise providing for the &bolition 
of all bridge arbitaries.

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ALBANIA’S INVITING THRONE. 

Albania, where Col. Roosevelt is invited to have 
that third cup, will be a small country. The 
territory the Powers are willing to assign it 
has not heretofore been placed at more than 
15,000 square miles, about the area of Maryland 
and Delaware together. To be Caesar in a coun- 
try of 3,026,789 square miles, exclusive of Alaska 
and colonial possessions, naturally is greatly to 
bo preferred, but Turkish coffee as everybody 
knows is excellent, no “tom fool” limitation on 
the consumption of cups is hinted at and cer- 
tainly a state twice as large as New Jersey ought 
to present opportunities.

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THIRTY YEARS—A RETROSPECT. 
From the New York World of May 10. 

Thirty years ago today Joseph Pulitzer became the 
editor and sole proprietor of the New York World. 

That day marked the beginning of a new journalism 
in the United States—a journalism that was to be 
independent of individuals, or private interests, of 
personal ambition, of political factions and of par- 
ties—a journalism devoted unreservedly to public pur- 
poses and public principles, regardless of all other 
considerations. . 

The World began its new career with a platform of 
policies that were freely denounced as revolutionary 
and communistic: 

Tax luxuries. 

. Tax inheritances. . 

. Tax large incomes. 

. Tax monopolies. 

. Tax the privileges of corporations. 

. A tariff for revenue. 

-. Reform the civil service. 

. Punish corrupt office holders. 

. Punish vote buying. 

10. Punish employers who coerce their employes in 
elections. 

Today that platform would be regarded as mildly 
and innocuously conservative in most of its planks. 
The last remaining issues embodied in that declara- 
tion of political faith are in process of actualization 
in the Congress of the United States. 


American government was in a state of transition.

A new 
patriotism has arisen that refuses to be ‘shackled 
within party lines. Trade, finance and industry have 
undergone a revolution that is no less moral than 
material, and the natiop has attained a unity in aims 
and ideals beyond anything heretofore achieved. 

In the course of these 30 years Democracy has 
fought its fight with Plutocracy and trlumphed. The 
Supremacy of human rights over property rights has 
been established. Nothing that hag taken place in 
these three decades is more remarkable than the 
change in the attitude of the country’s captains of 
money and industry toward the public at large 
Wall street itself would not now tolerate a Jay 
Gould or a Jim Fisk. The greatest corporation in 
the United States, with its thousand Million dollars 
of capital, would not assert a right to manage its af- 
fairs regardless of the public interest or regardless 
of the welfare of its employes. Property has moved 
forward to the advanced ground that radicalism once 
held, and radicalism has moved on to fields once 
undreamed of.

MARBLE CAVE. 

Mr. Julius F. Hurter, the St. Louts 
naturalist, has just returned from a run 
after salamanders through the extensive 
reaches of the great Marble Cave. This 
little known cavern is in Stone County, 
Mo., and gets its name “rom the marble- 
iike appearance of the formations in 
what is known as the throne room. As 
a matter of fact, the cave is in lime- 
stone, and there is no marble in it; bur 
it is none the less wonderful, and must 
in time be known as one of the great 
natural curiosities of Missouri. Mr 
Hurter, author of “The Herpetology of 
Missouri,” is one of its habitues. He 
finds very strange creatures in that 
great cave, and exchanges them with 
other naturalists in many parts of the 
world. He says the lower reaches of 
the cave are 460 feet under the ground, 
and that from the point where he 
caught his last specimen the other day 
it took him an hour and a quarter to 
walk back to the entrance. Hé was 
piloted, at that, by a guide who thor- 
oughly knows the cave. The entrance 
he considers the most remarkable in the 
world, and Mr. Hurter has been in some 
caves. He has even chased ring-tailed 
lizards under the pyramids of the Pha- 
raohs, and wriggled on the flat of his 
stomach through herpetological-lookin¢ 
passages in the old Moorish Alhambra. 
He says the entrance into the Marble 
Cave is through a hole in the roof of a 
great cathedral-like dome. This dome 
is about 100 feet tn diameter, and some 
250 feet high. The manhole-like en- 
trance is at one side, letting in a shaft 
of light which flluminates the whole 
place. In entering ene goes down 
through this hole upon ladders resting 
upon the pyramid of debris which ha» 
gone down before. This huge dust heap 
is one of the wonders of the place, It 
has all sifted through the small hols 
at the top, and must have been accumu- 
lating for hundreds of years.

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RESERVOIRS VS. LEVEES. 
From the Providence Journal. 

Some idea of the obstacles to be over- 
come in controlling floods by storage 
reservoirs is given in an address to the 
National Drainage Congress by Col. C. 
McD. Townsend, president of the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission. His figures 
show that with a reservoir at Pitts- 
burg big enough to take the entire flow 
of the Allegheny and Monongahela, an- 
other at St. Paul, holdfhg the flow of 
the Upper Mississippi and a third at St. 
Joseph, retaining the entire flow of the 
Missouri, the height of the flood at 
Cairo during the first week in April 
would have been lessened only six 
inches. 

These astonishing figures bear out the 
contention of Engineering News that 
‘‘when a rainfall of three to nine inches 
or more falls on a drainage area in @ 
short time it is idle to talk of storing 
it by any means within the power of 
feeble man to construct.” The facts 
should be understood before appropria- 
tions amounting to hundreds of mil- 
lions are asked, for a reservoir at Calro,. 
Ill., capable of holding the Mississippi 
within its banks requires a depth of 15 
feet and an area of 7000 square miles, 
somewhat less than the drea of the 
State of New Jersey, and costing from 
fifty to one hundred thousand million 
dollars. , 

These figures suggest that levees and 
removal of obstructions are mofe prac- 
ticable than reservoirs designed to con- 
tain such a rainfall as that which de- 
vastated the Ohio and the Mississippi 
valleys. |

MARRIAGE CUSTOMS 


IN JAPAN 
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Written for the Post-Dispatch 


By MADISON C. PETERS. 


NDER the influence of western| 
U civilization the manners and 
customs of the Japanese in the 
large cities cad among the mid- 
die classes are changing considerably, 
but those of the lower classes are not 
as yet affected to any extent. 

Women must obey men, and the 
younger members of the family are: 
subject to the older, the rule of prece- 
dence being enforced and obeyed even 
in small matters. In Japan marriage 
signifies adoption, and a wife ranks 
only as an adopted child in her hus- 
band’s family. the Japanese mother- 
in-law is an awful tyrant. But it is 
always th wife’s mother-in-law. 

If the parents of the bridegroom are 
dead the ceremony takes place before 
their mortuary tablets. The right of 
marriage is free only to the head of the 
family. He can do as he pleases. 
All others must ask the parents’ con- 
sent or that of the family council. Men 
under 3 and women under 2% cannot 
marry without the consent of the head 
of the family. 

The main feature of the wedding cere- 
mony is the san-san-ku-do (three-three- 
nine times). Both the bride and bride- 
groom drink rice wine three times out 
of each of three cups of different sizes. 

The marriageable age is 17 full years 
for men and 15 full years for women. 
The marriage is purely a social func- 
tion and takes effect when notice of 
the fact is given to a registrar by both 
parties with two witnesses. And here 
Is where many Japanese Christians 
sometimes make a serious mistake, as 
without registration a marriage is not 
legal. The ceremony by a minister of 
the gospel has no connection whatso- 
ever with the law. A husband and wife 
are mutually bound to support each 
other. 

Divorce is affected either by arrange- 
ment in a similar way to marriage or 
by judicial divorce. But no divorce can 
be effected by persons under 80 years 
of age without consent of the person 
or persons by whose consent the mar- 
riage was effected.

To the end of her life Elizabeth affect- 
ed all the airs and graces of a coy 
beauty and coquette. And when she was 
old and wrinkled she forbade a mirror 
to be brought near her, as she did not 
wish to see the. ravages that Time had 
played with her appearance. Then she

Stenography. 

VERY girl who is thinking of 
taking up stenography as a 
profession must first carefully 
consider and study her own 

habits at home and find out some 
things about herself and her own per- 
sonality which will prove of value in

stenography as a votation. If she is 
careful and painstaking, neat, fairly 
quick and wideawake she is on tne 
safe road. 

If, for example, she is in the habit 
of keeping her bureau drawers at 
home neatly and carefully arranged, 
her clothes brushed and hung up in 


the required neatnegs that makes for 
success in this line of work. Of 
course, a knowledge of good English 
and correct spelling are essential. And 
no girl should dream of taking up 
stenography without these two at 
her command.
